Canada’s latest, und perhaps 
engineering feat is com- 
plete, mail week seeing the open- 
ing of the new Welland Canal. 
The Welland way from west to

and the new construc- 
tion is only the last ‘of many 
structural improvements which 
have been made, under various 
Governments, to cope cwith the 
increased traffic from the rich 
prairie provinces to the St. 
Lawrerice, with its Atlantic out-

A new waterway runs across 
the Niagara Peninsula about ten 
miles west of Niagara Falls, con- 
nects Lakes Erie and Ontario, and 
overcomes a difference of over 
gesft, in level. The 26-mile 
length of the canal has seven 
locks of a:uniform lift of 46\Aft., 
and the culverts have been so 
constructed that a lock chamber 
can be filled or emptied in eight 
minutes, thus enabling a loaded 
vessel to pass through the new 
canal in eight hours — a little 
more than half the shortest time 
previously taken. 

The whole achievement, which 
has ‘cost the Government some- 
thing in the, neighbourhood of 
£24,000,000, is one of the most 
remarkable in modern engineer- 
ing, and has involved reclamation, 
bridge building, , electrification, 
terminal construction, and a host 
of .other big enterprises, and 
stands as yet ‘another monument 
to Canadian industry'‘and skill 
and the Dominion’s faith in her 
industrial future.

JAPANESE IN “LATIN 
CHARACTERS. 


PROGRESS OF MOVEMENT. 


The Romanzi movement in 
Japan, which has ‘for its: “object 
the ‘utilisation \of Roman letters 
for expressing Japanese symbols, 
ig gaining’ great headway, accord- 
ing to Dr. A. Tanakadate, of the 
Imrerial University of. Tokyo, and 
as a redult ‘of the precedent 
established by Mustapha Kemal, in 
Turkey, the reform is expected to 
be officially , recognised in the’ 
Orient before long. : 

Dr. : Tanakadate, who was 
responsible _ | ;for getting the 
League's Intellectual Co-operation 
Committee interested in- the 
Romanisation of all languages 
which do not use the Latin charace 
ters, has just made a trip fyom 
Paris’ to Turkey by aeroplane, 
though he is ‘well paat seventy 
years old, in order to study on the 
spot, the workings of the Kemalist 
decree supplanting Arab charac- 
ters by Latin letters, 

Turkey is faced with the same 
problems that have been encoun 
tered jn Japan,. Dr. Tanakadate 
explained. Virtually every objec- 
tion ‘advanced against the In- 
novation waa based ‘upon senti- 
mental grounds. Commercial 
groups and educators were almost 
unanimous in favouring’ the idea.

The players -refus- 
al for they were not satisfied’ 
with the general formation and 
Taanagement of the team as the 
leaders of the team did not ex- 
pose everything in. detail with re- 
gard to the proposed trip as to 
its accommodation .and.the dell- 


1! cate question of the disbursement 


of gate money. Reeause sof this. 
the strength of the team was very 
much’ decreased, atid as a result 
the London Association becomes 
sceptical about: the success of the 
tour, : 

The ‘possible , ahortige of funda 
becomes the second reason. The 
team is banking on the gate re- 
ceipts and contribution of the 
yames en routes cross tha South 
Sea Islands and from the mer- 
chants as ‘the main subsidy for 
their tour. Last year the South 
Sea tour-of the Loh Hwa team 
netted a very handsome sum of 
money, because Loh Hwa had a 
strong team last year and the pur- 
pose of the tour was ‘to raise 
fund for a club house and a for- 
mat organisation of the Loh Hwa 
Athletic Club." The South Sea 
merchants were utterly disappoint- 
ed at the failure of the formation 


of a Loh Hwa Athletic Club with ‘ 


buildings and grounds as propos- 
ed and as the team was not strong 
this year, the expected returns of 
the Fate money and contributions 
were greatly affected. Thus, -the 
leaders felt a financial! handicap 
which might no£-be able to carry 
them’ through the European tour. 
Amateur Standing. . 

The third reason is a technical 
and yet a, delicate one, . that’ is, 
about’ the amateur standingy of 
the team. As the proposed team 
was made of. amateur ahtletes, 
the London Association requested 
some responsible organisation to 
certify their standing, Loh Hwa, 
being a‘member of the Shanghai 
Football - Association, was there- 
fore referred to S.F.A, for. endors- 
ing the amateur standing of the 
players. .While the S.F.A. oniy 
has the right to endorse the play- 
ers from Shanghai, ‘refused to 
certify the Hong Kong and other 
players. For some reasons, or 
other Hong Kong held up the en- 
‘dorsement. This complicated the 
matter still further and supplied 
more suspicion to-the London As- 
sociation, : ‘i 

With the three reasons as men- 


+|tioned though insufficient as they 


may he the leaders found’no other 
way than to turn their boat and 
return to Shanghal. It is a great 


‘| pity that whoever has been res- 


ponsible for the trip should have 
failed to sec these three most !m- 
portant. points as outlined. Many 
young players just out of college 
who were attracted by ‘this tour 
and resigned . their jobs to join, 
the ‘team, are: now wandering 
around for jobs and positions.
